Madam/Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Worsley  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1938. 

The  District  comprises  the  townships  of  Walkden,  Worsley, 
Boothstown  and  Little  Hulton. 

The  chief  points  to  be  noted  are  : — 

(a)  The  population  has,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
return,  increased  from  24,500  mid-year,  1937,  to  24,920 
mid-year,  1938. 

(b)  The  death  rate  has  decreased  from  13.9  per  1,000  of 
estimated  resident  population  in  1937,  to  11.4  per  1,000 
in  1938. 

1937  adjusted  death  rate  =  15.0  per  1,000  population 

1938  „  „  „  =  12.3  „ 

(c)  The  birth  rate  has  increased  from  13.4  per  1,000  of 
estimated  resident  population  in  1937  to  15.5  per  1,000 
in  1938.  Illegitimate  births  are  the  same  for  both  years, 
viz.:  9. 

(d)  The  economic  conditions  of  the  inhabitants  have  im¬ 
proved  during  the  year. 

(e)  There  was,  I  regret  to  state,  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  especially  in  Diphtheria, 
chiefly  confined  to  the  industrial  areas.  This  incidence 
was  general  to  surrounding  districts. 

The  question  of  immunization  against  Diphtheria  was  not 
favourably  considered  by  the  Council. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  decreased  during  the  year  from 
63  per  1,000  live  births  in  1937  to  46  per  1,000  in  1938.  This  is  below 
the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  viz.  :  53  per  1,000. 

Recommendations  of  the  Department  received  consideration 
by  the  Public  ffealth  Committee,  and  in  most  cases  were  adopted 
and  put  into  effect. 

The  collaboration  of  the  officials  in  all  the  departments  of  the 
Council  has  materially  helped  and  facilitated  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  area  covered  by  the  Worsley  Urban  District  Council  com¬ 
prises  7,242  acres,  bounded  on  the  North  by  Farn worth  and  Kearsley, 
on  the  East  by  Swinton  and  Pendlebury,  on  the  South  by  Eccles, 
and  on  the  West  by  Tyldesley. 

The  Education  Acts  are  administered  by  an  Area  Committee, 
which  is  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  Township  is  divided  into  Eight  Wards,  viz.  :  Walkden  North, 
Walkden  Central,  Walkden  East,  Boothstown,  Worsley,  Hulton 
East,  Hulton  West,  and  Worsley  Road.  Each  Ward  is  represented 
by  three  members.  The  entire  Council  consists  of  24  members. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  mid¬ 
year  is  24,920. 

The  District  is  situate  upon  a  mineral  strata,  chiefly  with  a  clay 
and  sand  sub-soils,  the  highest  point  being  at  Topping’s  Bridge, 
in  Worsley  Road,  which  is  353.4  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest 
point  is  situate  at  the  Sewer  outfall,  Barton  Sewage  Farm,  being 
71.4  feet. 


INDUSTRY. 

The  chief  industries  operating  in  the  District  are  Coal  Mining, 
Cotton  Spinning,  Weaving,  Dyeing,  Engineering,  Tailoring  and 
Farming.  Employment  in  the  staple  industries  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  erection  of  a  large  clothing  factory  in  the  district. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  supervises  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  personally  investigates  conditions  demanding 
special  attention. 

Infectious  diseases  cases  are  removed  to  Astley  Sanatorium 
when  considered  advisable  in  the  interest  of  the  patient  and  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  health  of  the  community. 


HOUSING. 


During  the  year  371  new  houses  have  been  erected,  146  of  which 
were  built  by  the  Council  and  225  by  other  bodies. 

Seventeen  Clearance  Areas  were  submitted  to  the  Council, 
comprising  119  houses  situate  in  Hulton  East  Ward,  Worsley  Road 
Ward  and  Walkden  North  Ward,  and  after  an  inquiry  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  a  later  period,  were  all  confirmed. 

Demolition  of  vacated  property  has  been  effected. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Corporations  of  Bolton  and  Manchester, 
the  supplies  are  continuous  and  of  good  quality.  No  samples  of  these 
have  been  submitted  for  examination  by  this  Authority. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  separate  system  is  operated  as  far  as  possible.  Sewage 
is  dealt  with  at  the  various  works  situate  at  Barton,  Boothstown, 
Ellenbrook  and  Worsley  Road,  Little  Hulton. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Further  information  in  regard  to 
this  service  is  given  in  his  Report.

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  a  decrease  from  the  previous 
year,  and  is  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  being  46  per  1,000 
and  53  per  1,000  respectively. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease,  Cancer,  Cerebral 
Conditions,  and  Pulmonary  Disecses. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

There  are  three  Nursing  Associations  in  the  District,  each 
providing  one  nurse  for  general  sickness  cases,  but  not  for  infectious 
Diseases.  The  Council  grants  yearly  contributions  to  each 
Association. 

It  would  be  advisable  if  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the 
nursing  of  Non-notifiable  .infectious  diseases  in  the  patients’  homes.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Notifiable  Infectious  cases  requiring  Isolation  and  Sanatorium 
treatment  are  sent  to  the  Sanatorium  situate  at  Astley,  controlled 
by  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital  Board,  upon  which  this  Authority  is 
represented. 

Large  extensions  have  been  undertaken  by  the  Board  in  order 
to  effectively  deal  with  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  from 
the  various  districts  within  the  purview  of  the  Joint  Board,  under 
the  charge  of  a  Resident  Medical  Superintendent. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  treatment  of  this  disease  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Council,  and  there  is  one  Pulmonary  Hospital  within  the  district 
at  Peel  Hall.  There  is  no  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality  from 
Tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  district. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  apply  Section  172  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  which  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  to 
Sanatorium  of  any  person  suffering  from  the  disease. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  removed  by  motor  ambulance 
belonging  to  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  For  accidents  and  non- 
infectious  cases,  the  Council  provide  motor  ambulance  facilities  free 
of  charge  for  cases  of  persons  resident  in  the  district,  to  any  of  the 
various  Hospitals. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

All  specimens  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  examination 
are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester. 
During  the  year  233  swabs  have  been  examined  for  Diphtheria,  and 
seven  for  Enteric  Fever.

Under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  the  County 
Council  have  arrangements  whereby  expectant  mothers  whose 
home  surroundings  are  not  suitable  for  a  confinement,  or  for  whom 
hospital  treatment  is  required  for  medical  or  surgical  reasons,  may 
be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Ward  of  the  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme. 

Patients  admitted  under  this  Scheme  are  required  to  pay  towards 
the  cost  of  maintenance,  as  much  as  the  family  circumstances  will 
permit. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  for  the  use  of 
the  Emergency  Maternity  Unit  established  by  the  St.  Mary’s  Hospitals, 
Manchester.  The  Unit  consists  of  consultant,  nurse,  dressings  and 
the  necessary  equipment  for  dealing  with  emergencies,  and  is  intended 
for  those  cases  where  the  patient  cannot  safely  at  the  time  be  removed 
to  hospital,  e.g.,  cases  of  severe  haemorrhage  and  shock.  A  patient 
having  the  services  of  the  Emergency  Maternity  Unit  is  required 
to  contribute  according  to  the  family  circumstances.

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Cloak  room  accommodation  and  facilities  for  drying  clothes 
are  in  many  schools  unsatisfactory. 

The  methodof  supply  of  drinking  water  is  out  of  date,  unhygienic, 
and  I  suggest  is  a  means  of  spreading  infection.  School  yards,  are 
generally  unpaved,  uneven  and  unsatisfactory  especially  in  bad 
weather. 

These  remarks  apply  to  non-provided  Schools  and  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  majority  of  Infectious  cases  were  from  these  Schools. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  and  details  of  samples  of  food  submitted  for  analysis  will  be 
found  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on  information 
supplied  by  the  Superintendent  of  Police. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  in  this  district  33  farms  where  milk  is  produced, 
five  of  which  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council  to  produce 
"Accredited  Milk.’’  There  are  no  farms  in  the  district  where 
"Tubercular  Tested"  Milk  is  produced  and  there  are  no  Pasteuriza¬ 
tion  plants. 

The  method  of  distribution  is  still  improving  by  the  more  ex. 
tensive  use  of  sealed  bottles,  but  there  still  remains  the  old  method 
of  retailing  from  the  churn,  this  cannot  be  regarded  as  hygienic, 
or  satisfactory. 

Milk  is  the  staple  and  necessary  food  for  children,  and  is  the 
only  food  which  contains  everything  essential  to  life.  A  clean,  pure 
milk  supply  is  most  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  health  of 
children.  Sterilised  milk  is  not  recommended  for  children. 

The  only  satisfactory  method  of  ensuring  milk  is  in  my  opinion, 
one  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Local  Authority.  All  milk  supplied 
should  be  from  animals  which  have  passed  the  tuberculin  test,  and 
where  this  is  not  at  present  practicable,  the  milk  should  be  pasteurized 
and  sold  in  sealed  containers,  bearing  the  date  of  production. 

Details  of  milk  samples  submitted  for  analysis  are  recorded  in 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 
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MEAT. 


All  animals  slaughtered  for  food  for  human  consumption  are 
submitted  to  rigid  inspection  and  all  premises  where  the  slaughter 
of  animals  is  effected  are  kept  under  strict  control  and  observation. 

The  slaughterhouses  are  generally  well  conducted,  and  the 
Regulations  carried  out. 

Slaughtering  of  animals  on  Sundays  for  food  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  is  prohibited  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  and  is  observed. 
Generally  the  quality  of  meat  sold  in  the  district  is  good  and  free 
from  appreciable  disease. 

Refrigerators  are  provided  in  all  meat  shops,  chiefly  the  electric 
type,  and  the  premises  are  kept  clean  wholesome  and  well  ven¬ 
tilated. 

Inspection  of  carcases  would  be  facilitated  and  a  great  saving 
of  time  and  money  affected  by  the  provision  of  a  Central  Public 
Slaughterhouse. 

OBSERVATIONS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  has  occurred  in  the  district. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Sixty-nine  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  forty-six  of  which  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been 
most  general  in  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  15  years,  and 
was  of  a  mild  type. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

I  regret  to  report  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  noti¬ 
fied,  106  compared  with  43  in  1937,  of  which  80  cases  were  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  15  years. 

94  were  removed  to  Sanatorium,  there  were  4  deaths. 

The  Epidemic  was  of  the  non-virulent  type  genorally. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  of  immunization  is,  I  suggest,  the 
only  solution  of  eventually  decreasing  this  disease  with  its  far- 
reaching  and  often  permanent  ill  effects. 

An  adequate  supply  of  Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  area,  free  of  charge. 

Swab  outfits  are  also  supplied,  and  adequate  facilities  for  the 
examination  of  Specimens,  and  report  to  the  Practitioner  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  available,  the  cost  being  borne  by 
the  Authority. 
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MEASLES.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Six  cases  notified  compared  with  one  in  1937. 

GENERAL. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  was  199, 
of  which  148  were  removed  to  Sanatorium.  The  disinfection  of  182 
houses  was  carried  out  immediately  after  the  patients  removal 
to  Sanatorium,  or  on  being  certified  as  free  from  infection  by  the 
doctor  in  attendance. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty-five  new  cases  were  notified,  16  Pulmonary, 
9  non-pulmonary,  compared  with  24  for  1937.  18  Pulmonary  and 

6  non-Pulmonary.  10  deaths  were  registered,  9  Pulmonary  and  1 
non-Pulmonary. 

Disinfection  of  infected  premises  was  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

the  Worsley  Urban  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Eight 
eenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  Forty-fourth  Annual  Report  for  the  District. 

During  the  year  371  new  houses  have  been  occupied,  146  of  which 
have  been  built  by  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  rehousing  displaced 
occupiers  from  houses  situate  in  condemned  areas.  The  remaining 
225  were  built  by  private  enterprise,  most  of  which  have  been 
purchased  by  the  present  occupiers. 

Representations  for  the  clearance  of  seventeen  areas  in  three 
Wards  comprising  119  houses  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  Wards  affected  were : —

The  number  of  persons  in  occupation  of  the  premises  concerned  were 
264,  95  and  34  respectively.  Inspections  of  other  Areas  were  made 
with  a  view  to  representations  being  considered. 

Reports  presented  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees, 
received  due  consideration  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Council 
were  dealt  with  in  accordance  therewith. 

Practically  all  the  work  in  regard  to  the  abatement  of  Nuisances, 
repairs  to  and  the  reconditioning  of  properties,  also  other  work 
required  under  the  various  Acts  and  orders  was  carried  out  as  the 
result  of  Informal  Action.  The  necessity  of  resorting  to  formal 
procedure  was  not  required.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  refuse  has  again  proceeded  uninterrupted  during 
the  year. 

The  Personnel  engaged  being:— One  foreman,  four  motor  drivers, 
nine  permanent,  and  two  temporary  ashbinmen,  and  one  tipman. 

Four  motor  wagons  were  constantly  employed,  and  the  district 
sectionised  so  that  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  stored  in  bins  was 
made.  Dry  ashpits  and  middens  were  cleared  frequently. 
A  Vulcan  10  cubic  yard  covered  wagon  was  introduced  during  the 
year. 
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The  disposal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  satisfactorily,  at  one 
central  tip  situate  at  Berryfield,  Walkden.  Quarry  tip  at  Little 
Hulton  lias  been  filled  in  and  discontinued. 

The  Council  are  well  provided  with  suitable  tips  for  several 
years,  and  there  is  no  nuisance  arising. 

The  total  number  of  loads  collected  and  disposed  of  amount 
to  4,587  loads;  approximate  weight  per  load  being  37.113  cwts. 
Total  weight  8512  tons,  approximately.  The  total  number  of  occ¬ 
upied  houses  and  shops  in  the  district  7825,  the  average  yield  per 
house  is  21.75  cwts.

The  greater  number  of  privies  are  situated  in  areas  where  sewers 
are  not  available  ;  others  are  in  areas  scheduled  for  demolition. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  number  of  works  situate  in  the  district  where  steam  raising 
is  essential  is  28.  There  are  a  similar  number  of  chimneys.  Seventeen 
observations  were  made.  No  legal  proceedings  were  necessary. 
The  Byelaw  which  is  in  force  prescribes  that  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  shall  not  exceed  two  minutes  per  half  hour. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  33  producers  of  milk  in  the  district,  and  18  purveyors 
other  than  cow-keepers. 

Periodical  inspections  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  made  with  a 
view  to  operating  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders. 

One  Cowshed  for  16  cows  has  been  re-conditioned  and  brought  up 
to  standard.  Generally  the  cow  sheds  are  kept  in  a  good  and  clean 
condition,  particular  attention  being  given  to  limewashing,  grooming 
of  cows  and  personal  cleanliness.

Each  house  was  visited  immediately  after  notification,  and  all 
information  obtained  in  regard  to  any  possible  source  of  infection. 
The  question  of  Isolation  was  carefully  investigated,  and  in  148  cases 
it  was  considered  essential  for  the  patient  to  be  removed  to 
Sanatorium.  Disinfectants  were  supplied,  and  the  necessary  in¬ 
structions  given  with  a  view  to  preventing  further  infection.

I  beg  to  report  that  having  regard  to  your  circular  letter  LP.3306 
CL,  September,  1938,  special  communications  were  sent  to  the 
occupiers  of  premises  where  it  was  thought  there  were  or  might  be, 
a  possibility  of  rodents  harbouring. 

The  Advisory  Leaflet  No.  49,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Lisheries  accompanied  the  circular  letter.  Illustratod 
Posters  30in.  x  20in.  were  exhibited  on  all  the  advertising  stations 
in  the  District.  The  local  weekly  newspaper  also  advertised  the 
occasion. 

Replies  have  been  received,  both  written  and  verbal,  indicating 
that  suitable  action  was  taken,  and  also  that  are  not  confined  to 
one  particular  week,  but  that  they  are  used  on  all  necessary  oc¬ 
casions. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tips,  farms  and  other  properties  receive 
constant  attention. 

I  am  not  able  to  give  you  information  in  regard  to  numbers 
destroyed,  but  I  am  convinced  that  determined  efforts  were  made 
by  farmers  and  occupiers  of  other  premises,  with  a  view  to  destroying 
as  many  rodents  as  possible  during  the  special  week,  and  also 
throughout  the  year.

I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  inspection  of  Canal 
Boats  in  the  above  Urban  District. 

The  Boats  have  been  inspected  on  the  Bridgewater  Canal  which  passes 
through  the  Worsley  Urban  District  for  a  distance  of  three  miles. 

The  number  inspected — Twenty-five  (25)  registered  by  Registration  Authorities 
at  Manchester,  Runcorn  and  Wigan. 

Three  of  this  number  were  tied  up  and  the  registration  certificates  were  not 
obtained.  The  remaining  22  were  registered  to  accommodate  fifty  persons,  but  at  the 
time  of  inspectionf  the  following  were  autually  living  on  board  : — 

Adults  :  Males  21,  Females  3,  No  children. 

No  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  overcrowding  were  discovered  and  the  cabins 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Three  boats,  numbers  9,  41  and  42  belonging  to  the 
Manchester  Collieries  Ltd,,  have  been  reconditioned. 

Generally,  the  boats  are  kept  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair  and  the  occupants 
observe  the  regulations  in  regard  to  cleanliness.
